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With Spire uncertain, DuSable Park in limbo

Consider DuSable Park the Block 37 of park- 
land. 

Like Block 37, the prime real estate that 
stood vacant for decades at Randolph and 
State streets until a shopping center went up 
on the site, the scrubby swath of undeveloped 
parkland known as DuSable Park has suffered 
the same fate as an empty plot plagued by fi- 
nancial and other roadblocks. 

“The land, yes, has been sitting there for 
at least 30 years. It’s unfortunate the founder 
of the city has to go through so much to get 
proper recognition,” said Serge Pierre-Louis, 
president of the DuSable Heritage Associa- 
tion in Chicago and member of the DuSable 
Park steering committee. “We are hoping for 
a positive conclusion to that long road.” 

The three-acre park property, dedicated 
by Mayor Harold Washington in the 1980s to 
honor the city’s first non-native settler, Jean 
Baptiste Point DuSable, is filled with over- 
grown weeds and shrubs as it sits closed off to 
the public just east of Lake Shore Drive where 
the Chicago River feeds into Lake Michigan. 
The Navy Pier Flyover, the elevated bike and 
pedestrian path currently under construc- 
tion, will go right past the park site. The un- 
developed peninsula is directly across from 
the gaping hole that is the Spire skyscraper 
site and was linked to the development before 
the Spire project stalled. 

Recent attempts to revive the Spire devel- 
opment, including recent confirmation of 
developer Garrett Kelleher’s reorganization 
plan to emerge from bankruptcy has park ad- 
vocates hopeful that plans to develop the park 
will be reignited after failing to gain traction 
over the years. 

“What everyone’s waiting for is to see what 
happens with the Spire,” said Bob O’Neill, 
president of the Grant Park Conservancy and 
member of the DuSable Park steering com- 
mittee. He said the “responsible thing to do” 
is see if the developer will pay a significant 
share of the cost for the park being integrated 
into the design of the skyscraper project by 
the noted Spire architect Santiago Calatrava. 

“The opportunity to have him design the 
park and get that built is a great one,” he said. 

DuSable Park itself isn’t legally tied to the 
Spire development, park district spokes- 
woman Jessica Maxey-Faulkner said. But the 
park and building should work in unison, she 
said. “Moving forward on a temporary park 
development {for millions} that may undergo 
a complete revision with a new building is a 
poor use of public funds,” she said in an email.

Friends of the Park president Cassandra 
Francis said she would like to see the park de- 
coupled from the development process and 
have a plan to move forward so it won’t be fur- 
ther delayed if the Spire or another develop- 
ment at that location gets stalled again. The 
downtown park site was a stop on the Friends 
of the Park open space trolley tour in August 


and September. 

“To sit and not have a specific funding and 
implementation plan in place for this park is 
a crime, particularly given it is honoring our 
first black founder of the city” Francis said. 

Funding to develop DuSable Park remains 
a big hurdle. 

“The issue is, it still needs a lot of work and 
it needs a lot of money,” Chicago Park Dis- 
trict CEO Michael Kelly said. 

Building the park is not included in the park 
district’s capital improvement plan, he said. 

At a three-hour regional budget hearing 
last month, park advisory councils made doz- 
ens of requests for projects ranging from play- 


ground resurfacing to turf fields and lights. 
With nearly 600 parks in its system, the park 
district can’t entirely fund all the needs in its 
$30 million annual capital budget, he said. 

The park district has not forgotten about the 
lakefront park, which remains a “huge” priority 
Kelly said. It doesn’t have to be tied to the Spire, 
but it does need financial backers, Kelly said. 

“There should be partners on that project 
whether it’s the local elected {officials}, Navy 
Pier, city of Chicago, all of the above, includ- 
ing us. We should partner on it,” he said. “The 
park needs a champion and it’s too costly for 
us to go at it alone.”

WINDY CITY 


You might be just around the corner 
from some of Chicago's spookiest spots

Wanna hear arctic srory? 

No, not the well-worn Chicago tales rhar have been told over and over, like spirits at the Green Mill or Resurrection Mazy 
hitchhiking her way through the area. We're talking creepy tales you probably haven't heard about city spots you may have- 
frequented— or might even live in. 

To track down some of Chicago's lesser-known ghost lore, RedEye chatted with two guys who have become quite fam iliar 
with the city's paranormal past. Adam Selzer, author, ghost historian and haunted tour guide of io years, and Rayjohn^in, re- 
tired cop and “haunt detective,'' offered up some eerie tales from their research crypts. 


Haunted Hooters? 

Location: Hooters, corner of Erie and Wells 
streets, Near North Side 
The tale: “Hard and stiff, the death rigor 
intensified by the bitter cold, there lay upon 
the next slab the naked form of a beautiful 
woman. Stockings covered the feet and a por- 
tion of the shapely limbs, but the rest of her 
person was entirely nude.” 

That’s how a “titillating”— as Selzer de- 
scribes it— 1875 Tribune story began, describ- 
ing the naked bodies of women found in bar- 
rels where the Hooters on Wells now sits. For 


years, Selzer said, employees and those near 
the property had whispered about voices in 
the basement, but their origin remained a 
mystery After some research, Selzer dug up 
the eerie article, and determined the spooky 
sounds could be explained by the historic 
discovery of the barrels— labeled “poultry”— 
which were stored there by grave robbers. 
Still care for some wings? 

TillieKlimek’s place 

Location: 900 block of North Winchester 
Ave., East Ukrainian Village 


The tale: As Tillie Klimek’s third husband, 
Frank, lay dying in 1922, he told his wife he was 
feeling a little better. As his illness progressed, 
she showed up at the home bragging about the 
“bargain” $30 coffin she’d bought, according 
to Selzer, who also found that Klimek’s three 
other husbands died of mysterious circum- 
stances. She’s one of Chicago’s “lesser-known” 
serial killers, and was convicted shortly after 
for murdering her third husband. 

The Klimek house still stands today and 
Selzer’s even been contacted by residents 
reporting freaky feelings in the parts of

Hie real ‘sausage king r 
and haunted condos 

Location: 1735 W Diversey Parkway, Lincoln 
Park (Lathrop Homes) 

The tale: Chicagoans typically think of Abe 
Froman from “Ferris Bueller’s Day Off” as the 
“sausage king” of Chicago, but the real crown 
once belonged to Adolph Luetgert. 

According to Selzer, Luetgert’s former sau- 
sage factory was converted to a group of con- 
dos on Diversey There have been reports of 
ghost sightings and weird occurrences in the 
basement in recent decades, but according to 
Selzer, most current residents probably don’t 
know Luetgert’s real story 

In the late 1890s, Luetgert murdered his 
wife and boiled down her body in one of the 
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sausage factory’s large vats. No, Selzer says, 
her body didn’t make it into the product, but 
the case was one of the first times forensic 
evidence was used at trial. The only remains 
of Luetgert’s wife: bone fragments. 

The strange tale of 
the Brewster Apartments 

Location: The Brewster Apartments (Lincoln 
Park Palace), 2800 N. Pine Grove Ave., Lin- 
coln Park 

The tale: The Brewster Apartments have ter- 
rifying roots both recent and historic, John- 
son said. For one, the property was the filming 
location for the 1988 horror movie “Child’s 
Play” 

But the building’s ghostly history began 
decades before Chucky stopped by on July 31, 
1895. At the time, the “Lincoln Park Palace” 
was to be the ritziest apartment complex 
around, with the rumor that Charlie Chaplin 
would inhabit the penthouse. During con- 
struction, a supervisor fell to his death from 
the ninth floor in a freak accident. On July 31, 
2013 — 188 years to the day later— the build- 
ing’s historic water tower toppled into the al- 
ley nearly killing a few people nearby 

Johnson, who refers to himself as a skepti- 
cal believer of hauntings, said his visit to the 
ninth floor left him nauseated and shaken. 
“Whether or not it’s haunted, Pm not sure, 
but everything kind of points to it,” he said. 

The Tonic Room’s dagger 

Location: 2447 N. Halsted St., Lincoln Park 
The tale: A few years ago, Lincoln Park water- 
ing hole and music venue The Tonic Room 
was taken over by new ownership. During 
some renovation in the basement, workers re- 
moved a worn-looking dagger from a window 
well. On the floor of the basement, Johnson 
said, they found the remains of a painted-on 
pentagram. That’s when weird things started 
happening. 

“Right after it was removed, a bouncer 
went to the basement and suddenly felt para- 
lyzed {where the pentagram was},” Johnson 
said. “He went down on the ground, couldn’t 
move, couldn’t talk. {When they took him to 
the hospital} doctors said there was nothing 
at all wrong with him.” 

To this day Johnson said, the Tonic Room’s 
owners won’t move the dagger from where 
it was found— except to show it off if asked 
nicely According to Johnson’s research, the 
basement was occupied by male witch Fred- 
eric De’Arechaga in the late 1960s and early 
’70s, who sold occult paraphernalia and used 
the space as a pagan temple. De’Arechaga con- 
sidered himself the “Pontifex Maximus” of the 
Sabaean Religious Order he founded, declar- 
ing the basement “The Temple of the Moon.” 

Hull House hooey 

Location: Jane Addams Hull-House museum, 
800 S. Halsted St., University Village

The tale: Much of Selzer ’s research on the 
famously haunted Hull House isn’t about the 
haunting itself, but more myth-busting the 
lore surrounding it. 

Is it built on a Native-American burial 
ground? No, say Selzer ’s findings. Did it house 
a graveyard of dead children? Also no. Did the 
Potawatomi tribe do a “ghost dance” on the 
property? Absolutely not. Was it the inspira- 
tion for “Rosemary’s Baby”? Nope. 

In fact, the lore has gotten so out of hand 
that people have shown up to the property 
with shovels in search of yet another myth— a 
“devil baby” 

However, there is some truth to haunting 
rumors. Jane Addams herself referred to one 
of the rooms as “the Haunted Room,” and 
over the years staff had reported witness- 
ing apparitions in it. Selzer himself has seen 
strange photos come out of the house that ap- 
pear to show ghost-like figures. 

But don’t ask staff on the property about 
the haunting. Selzer said workers have been 
actively offended by the inquiries. 

The Teresita Basa possession 

Location: Apartment 15B at 2740 N. Pine 



Grove Ave., Lincoln Park 
The tale: In 1977, a young respiratory therapist 
named Teresita Basa was found naked with a 
knife in her chest inside a burning Lincoln 
Park apartment. 

As police investigated, they received a call 
from the husband of Basa’s co-worker, claim- 
ing his wife, Remy Chua, was going into tranc- 
es and speaking another language. 

During the trances, his wife appeared to be 
channeling Basa, who named an orderly from 



the hospital where they both worked as the 
killer. Not only that, according to Johnson, 
but the “voice” coming from Chua also listed 
jewelry taken from Basa’s apartment and 
where it could be found. 

The “voice” turned out to be right, and or- 
derly Allan Showery later was found in pos- 
session of the jewelry and convicted of the 
murder in 1979.

Chicago businesses must 
face the financial freeze

Last winter— season of 
the fabled Polar Vortex, 
Chiberia and countless 
Instagram videos of peo- 
ple tossing boiling water 
into subzero air— was 
brutal. This upcoming 
winter could be nearly as bad, according to the 
Old Farmer’s Almanac. 

People survive by piling on the blankets and 
stuffing themselves into extra pairs of socks. 
But how do small businesses survive in a city 
where the mercury falls to the 30s or lower five 
months out of the year? 

Well, some of them don’t. Colleen Schmidt 
closed her Lincoln Park boutique, Thread 
Lounge, in the spring— and said it was the dif- 
ficult winter that did her in. 

“That’s the winter that led to me leaving Chi- 
cago for good,” she said by phone from Califor- 
nia, saying no business could survive “when you 
have a freestanding store that’s 4,400 square 
feet and nobody walks into it for three months 
because it’s too cold to leave the apartment.” 

“Literally nobody would walk into the store 
for a week at a time. How do you run a business 
like that?” she said. “Our summers are busy but 
they’re not so busy that we can {only} be open 
50 percent of the year. It’s not feasible. That’s 
ridiculous.” 

Other business owners said they were cross- 
ing their fingers that this winter wouldn’t put 
too much of a dent in their bottom lines. Here 
are some of their survival strategies. 


Spend money to make money 

Venetia Edakkunnathu, owner of Roots Smoke 
& Vapor Shop in Uptown, said she nearly dou- 
bled her spending on Aelp advertisements this 
past winter— Roots’ first winter in business. 

“Abu need to do things to bring people in in 
the winter,” Edakkunnathu said. “Sales, Face- 
book advertising. ... We spent a lot more mon- 
ey” As a result, she said, Roots did pretty well 
during its first Chicago winter, despite closing 
for a few days in January 


Think local-VERY local 

Lots of customers at Paperish Mess, a gift store 
and gallery in West Town, live within blocks of 
the store, co-owner Lisa Muscato said. 

“We discovered over the first couple months 
of us opening, it really was people who lived 
within a few blocks {who} would stop in all the

time and we’d get to know their names and 
their faces,” she said. 

Bottom line: When customers feel loyal 
to their neighborhoods, they will feel loyal to 
their neighborhood businesses — even when it’s 
20 below 

Budget for the winter 

It might be inevitable that the success of the 
summer months has to carry the harsher win- 
ter months. 

“Abu know certain times of the year are go- 
ing to be totally great,” said Sean Murty of 
Paperish Mess. “Then you just have to budget 
for the part of the year that’s not so great. It’s 
pretty obvious, like, February and March are 
never great months.” 

Focus on a specialty product 

“People need their tobacco no matter what the 
weather is,” Edakkunnathu said. And as word 
got out that Roots sells e-cigarette products, 
the shop built a loyal following — now; people 
come from as far as the northern suburbs to 
buy products from Edakkunnathu. 

Location is key 

Roots is right near the Sheridan Red Line sta- 
tion and gets plenty of foot traffic from com- 
muters. Paperish Mess opened in late 2012, just 
as Ukrainian Village started getting hot. 

“When we first were openingup, there wasn’t 
even much going on in this neighborhood yet,” 
Murty said. ‘And the timing was great, because 
it seems like a lot of people had the same idea.”

Official: Ebola guidelines 
failed to protect caregivers 


A top federal health official conceded Sunday 
that the government-recommended protective 
gear worn by nurses and doctors caring for 
patients sickened by Ebola has been inadequate 
to protect caregivers from infection. 

The official, Dr. Anthony S. Fauci, director of 
the National Institute of Allergy and Infectious 
Diseases, said that medical professionals need 
gear that would provide complete, head-to-toe 
coverage, shielding their skin from contact 
with an Ebola patient’s body or its fluids. 

Speaking on five national TV talk shows 
Sunday Fauci indicated that new guidelines 
for “personal-protective” gear were about to 
be issued by the federal Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. He acknowledged 
that two nurses in Dallas may have been 
infected by their exposure to an Ebola-infected 
patient that they cared for who ultimately died, 
Thomas E. Duncan. 

The Ebola epidemic now besieging the West 
Africa countries of Liberia, Sierra Leone and 
Guinea is history’s worst, and it has killed 4,493 


people as of Oct. 15, according to the CDC. 

» A lab worker who spent much of a 
Caribbean holiday cruise in isolation tested 
negative for the deadly virus and left the 
Carnival Magic liner— dubbed the S.S. Ebola— 
with other passengers after it docked at 
Galveston, Texas, early Sunday morning. 

»The U.S. military plans to create a 30 -person 
rapid-response team to help in the event of an 
Ebola crisis in the U.S. 

» Liberian President Ellen Johnson Sirleaf 
urged stronger international action to control 
the Ebola epidemic. 

» Belgium announced Sunday it would screen 
people arriving at its largest airport from West 
Africa for signs of fever. 

» In Spain, the government said Teresa 
Romero, the nurse who contracted Ebola while 
caring for two infected priests, appeared to be 
free of the disease. 

» On Friday President Obama appointed 
former White House adviser Ron Klain as 
Ebola “czar” to oversee the U.S. Ebola response. 


Hopes fade for up to 
40 missing in Nepal 

Hopes faded Sunday for 
survivors of one of Nepal’s 
worst mountain disasters as 
villagers joined an intensive 
search by troops and govern- 
ment officials for as many as 
40 people missing after an 
unseasonal blizzard killed 39. 
More than 500 people have 
been rescued. 


Sweden: Foreign 
submarine in Baltic 

Sweden released Sunday a 
grainy photo of a mysterious 
vessel in the Baltic Sea less 
than 30 miles from Stockholm, 
as the military hunted for a 
foreign submarine in the coun- 
try’s biggest such mobilization 
since the Cold War. The photo 
was one of three credible sight- 
ing reports, the military said. 


Dozens hurt in 
pumpkin test riot 

More than two dozen peo- 
ple were treated at a New 
Hampshire hospital for injuries 
resulting from rioting near the 
site of an annual pumpkin fes- 
tival in Keene, a hospital official 
said Sunday. Festivities got out 
of hand Saturday, with people 
setting bonfires, throwing bot- 
tles and flipping vehicles.

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Bears fans hear you, 
Brandon Marshall

Y>u know all those photos circulating the In- 
ternet of rubble that used to be the Wrigley 
Field bleachers? 

Bears fans look at that wreckage and prob- 
ably see their football team. It’s hard not to 
after Sunday’s 27-14 loss to Miami at Soldier 
Field. It marks the Bears’ third defeat in as 
many home games this season. 

“The biggest disappointment is us,” Bears 
cornerback Tim Jennings said. “We don’t want 


to come in here and lose on our home turf. Of 
course we’re disappointed in ourselves, but we 
also feel like we let down our fans.” 

The crowd reached its breaking point late 
in the first half. When Brandon Marshall 
caught his first pass of the day— for minus-3 
yards— late in the second quarter on the first 
play of a Bears drive, the fans let the team have 
it. It wasn’t the only time they booed, either. 

“I don’t know if upset is the word that I 
would use,” offensive lineman Kyle Long 
said. “But as somebody who is blood, sweat 
and tears like the other guys in this locker 
room ... to be getting booed at home when 
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you’re walk- 
ing off the 
field and 
down two 
possessions 
is unaccept- 
able, espe- 
cially when there’s not a lot of noise being 
made on third down {and the opponent has 
the ball}. Period.” 

Things lookedbright early for the Bears.They 
forced Miami to punt after three plays on their 
first possession. But the Dolphins marched 
81 yards for a touchdown on their next drive, 


and it mostly got worse for the Bears from 
there. 

The Bears are now 1-4 all time against Mi- 
ami at Soldier Field; the only Bears win came 
in 1988. Go figure. For what it’s worth, the 
Bears (3-4 overall) are 3-1 on the road this sea- 
son and next week’s game is at New England. 

The Dolphins are not stocked with house- 
hold names, either. The Bears play them head- 
to-head only every four years (because meet- 
ing in the Super Bowl, not so much). Yet by 
the time Sunday’s game ended, the Dolphins’ 
no-names outperformed many of the Bears’ 
stars.

Wallace didn’t torch the Bears defense (five 
catches, 46 yards); he simply gets the edge 
for getting into the end zone. Marshall had six 
catches for 48 yards. 

Afterward, an emotional Marshall went off on 
his team’s state of affairs. 

“We’re 3-4. We need to play better. That’s un- 
acceptable. That’s unacceptable. Unacceptable. 
Shouldn’t have lost today. Shouldn’t be 3-4. 
Offense gotta play better. It’s as simple as that. 

“Same mistakes, same mistakes, same mis- 
takes. We gotta protect the football. We gotta 
protect the football, we gotta execute the game 
plan and adjust when things don’t go as we 
saw on film. We got Alshon Jeffery, Martellus 
Bennett, Matt Forte, we got a stud offensive 
line.

“The hot dog, Italian beef and deep-dish pizza?” said the 48 -year-old comedian 
and northwest Indiana native, “Yeah it isn’t healthy fare by any means, but let’s be 
honest, it’s completely worth it. And people who live in Chicago get that.”

What would a comedy legend and food 
obsessive eat in specific situations in 
Chicago? We tossed out a few hypotheti- 
cal situations and Gaffigan delivered. 

You’re given a promotion at work: 

“Eat steak and make sure someone else 
buys it for you.” 

Horrific breakup: “A pint of ice cream 
and then an entire deep-dish pizza. In that 
order.” 

You are laid off: “The sad thing is, I don’t 
need to think about that, but if I was, I’d 
get Mr. Beef, then Portillo’s and then Lou 
Malnati’s. Then I’d go back to Mr. Beef.” 


Gaffigan is set to release his newest book. 
“Food: A Love Story” on Oct. 21, the same day 
as his 7 p.m. show at The Chicago Theatre, 
kicking off his international stand-up tour. 

“I remember walking by the Chicago The- 
atre as a kid, never thinking I would ever per- 
form there,” he said. “I also thought that was 
where the band Chicago lived. It resonates 
so deeply with comics: The signage, the loca- 
tion, everything. I still get a little giddy when 
I think about performing there.” 

And this isn’t Gaffigan’s first authorship ro- 
deo either. The deadpan, sarcastic comedian 
has already penned the New York Times best- 
selling “Dad is Fat” last year. 

He admits Chicago’s deep-dish pizza is 
his biggest weakness and commends Lou 


Malnati’s strategy of using an “entire layer of 
sausage” on its pizzas. “That’s someone who 
truly cares about sausage,” he said. “My kids 
do pepperoni. I feel like I’m raising traitors. 
My two oldest tried Giordano’s last year and 
said, ‘It’s too big,’ so naturally I went out and 
got a paternity test immediately” 

Gaffigan said he used to place delivery or- 
ders of Chicago-style deep-dish pizza at 2 a.m. 
while living in New Y>rk City until his wife put 
a stop to it. “I don’t know how many pages I 
wrote about deep-dish pizza from Chicago, but 
I have a theory that you can only get deep-dish 
pizza in Chicago because only Midwesterners 
would have the patience,” he said. “It takes so 
long to make. And you have one piece of it and 
you knowyou should stop. But you don’t. Ever.” 


Those familiar with Gaffigan’s style and 
material know his infatuation with food, es- 
pecially with Hot Pockets and cake, quite 
well. When asked why his book itself wouldn’t 
be edible, he laughed. “You know, I joked 
about that idea with the publisher,” he said. 
“I pitched that idea and they were concerned 
because bookstores don’t have refrigerators. 
So I said, ‘Get it done’. That’s them being 
stuck on old publishing models.” 

But for Gaffigan, writing books allows him 
to craft comedy in a completely different way 
“I’m used to finding the shortest way possible 
to communicate an idea,” he said. “Whereas 
in an essay you can stretch your legs, take your 
time to set things up and flex a different cre- 
ative muscle.”

Grohl hinted at following friends Paul 
McCartney’s and Pearl Jam’s leads in playing 
just across the street— “Maybe we’ll even play 
Wrigley Field one day ...’’—but wherever it is, 
it’s not going to be anything like the intimate 
set at the iconic Wrigleyville club. “We’ll be 
back soon ... I hope. Might not be at the 
Cubby Bear.”
